No Bitterness, No Complaint, No Des- 
pair Among People, Many of 
Whom Were Refugees for Sec- 
ond and Third Time. 

Paris.— **A thousand refugees from 
the wist of Amiens will puss through 
Acheres at seven o'clock tonight. 
They will not hnve had nuy supper, 
some of them may not hnve had any 
lunch. There Is no food there und no 
facilities for feeding them. Can you 
help us?° 

That wns the telephone messngo 
from the French minister of the In- 
terior which came to the America ti- 
lted Cross at noon one dny during th{ 
German drive on Amiens, nnd the nn 
twer wns "Yes. Emergency nies 
sages nre no surprise to us these days.* 
The food was ordered out of tlu 
warehouses nnd a score of volunteers' 
rounded up. 

Ttiey sturtod at six o'clock the snm^ 
evening. One five-ton truck loadet 
with tinned heef nnd condensed milk 
figs, prunes, chocolate nnd henps of 
huge loaves of wnr hread; two carj 
loads of midnight volunteers, stenog 
raphers, hurenu ctilefs. drivers and 
canteen workers set out on their waj 
to bring help to *he homeless refu 
gees. 

They rolled out through the rest 
dentlal district of Paris, out pnst th< 
fortifications, bumped through grlmj 
factory suburbs nnd on Into the oper 
country where the level plains stretcl* 
off Into Infinite distance, broken onl* 
by Interminable rows of slim pal* 
lars. 

Then suddenly without warning, 
there emerged from the forest Into a 
blncfc smudge of rnllwny tracks, cin- 
ders, flat-cars, pnssenger cars, sheds, 
platforms, warehouses, crnnes — 
Acheres. It was the Junction point, 
where the thousands of refugees were 
to stop for half an hour. 

Saluted With One Arm. 

Lieutenant M met us there, sa- 
inted stiffly with his oue arm. nnd did 
the honors of the stntlon. A group of 
weary, muddy "permlsslonal res," most 
of them over forty. Just back from 
the Champagne front, were routed out 



to Melp lit establish our tables on the 
cinders between the tracks, and lt \\ e 
the food where It could eunveuleiuiy 
be pnssed Into the train. 

They unloaded bread, scraped 
cheese, opened tins of "bully beef," 
knocked the tops off the boxes of flgs 
und prunes mid made plnns to feed a 
thousand people In half an hour. But 
somewhere off In the silent country 
the tniln. packed full of exiles, wns 
standing on a side track. It wns nfter 
two In the morning when the long 
train with Its 2S carriages filled with 
refugees came Into Acheres. 

A few windows were opened; tired 
faces looked out nnd voices asked, tin- 
Interestedly, "Where nre we?" nnd 
were surprised to be told thnt they 
were near Paris. The train was on 
Its way. they said to Tulle In the Cor- 
reie department. In the south of 
France. 

"Will they treat ns well there?" nn 
old womnn asked nnd they. In the full- 



some were grizzled old fnrmers. Oth- 
ers were city folk, obviously not used 
to third clnss travel. There were fam- 
ultes of three generations huddled to- 
gether on their wny— somewhere. 
Some clutched precious umbrellas, 
some curried bird cages, soiae alarm 
clocks. Some of them had dogs, some 
laid cuts. But the pathos of It all 
was not on the surface. Some of them 
quietly told thnt ihey were refugees 
for the second and third time and 
hinghed and joked when they woke up. 
There wns no bitterness, no com 
tmilnt. no despair. 

Bread Pllo Fell Away. 
The huge pile of brend fell away, 
the flg boxes were emptied, the tli.s 
were nil handed Into the trains. The 
engine shrieked a shrill French whis- 
tle nnd the train pulled awny. The 
ners were In the silence of the 
night. One of mnny thousands of ref- 
ugees had had pne dreary midnight 
nienl far from home — one lonely menl 
out of hundreds, perhaps thousands, 
before them. 

A train load of wounded from the 
front Joggled in ten minutes Inter. The 
men nurses carried wnter through the 
carriages swiftly nnd silently. Then 
the Americans handed out the rem- 
ounts of their stores of figs nnd the 
twjjjp. slim"*'' *>■—■

Even Officials Responsible to Kaiser's 
Government Forced by Public to 
Give Voice to Emphatic 
Protests.

Amsterdam. — German carpetbaggers 
nre overrunning Alsace to grab all 
property confiscated by Uie state un- 
der various pretexts. Iadignntloa 
atnoug the people Is' widespread, .aad 
even officials responsible to the kai- 
ser's government nre forced by public 
opinion to gtve voice to empltiJjc pro- 

Alsace is a great Indastrlnl cf-ter 
and one of Its principal Industries 
Is the manufacture of textiles: Most 
of ttie textile factories in Alsace were 
taken over by the stnte as n wnr meas- 
ure. As some of the stockholders were 
Frenchmen, the mills, It was alleged, 
were partly enemy alien property. So 
the state took chnrge of the mills and 
prepared to liquidate them. This liqui- 
dation was carried out recently. 

Alsatian business men and capital- 
ists hud formed n eoriwrutlon to buy 
the mills In nn effort to keep them la 
Alsatian hands. Kven city administra- 
tions, such as the municipality of 
Muhlhansen, where a number of fac- 
tories are situated, bought stock In 
this corporation. The name of the 
corporation Is the United Alsatian Tex- 
tile Factories. 

Forbidden by Berlin. 

Hut It was decided In Berlin thnt the 
Alsatians should uot be allowed to buy 
wiint was practically their own. Au- 
otlier concern, called the Ulolchrocder 
group, was more successful. Their 
hid for the property was accepted by 
the government, while the Alsntlun of- 
fer was rejected. It whs announced 
the IHelchroeder bid wns preferred he- 
cunse It accepted stnto supervision as 
one of the conditions of the sule. Huron 
von Stein, undersecretary of stale. In 
defending the government's nctlon be- 
fore the main committee of th 0 relehs- 
lag. suld the Welch roeder group hud 
offered a million murks more than the 
Alsntlun coriMirntlon, Ilusliles, \\ w \\. 
sntlnns hud refused to subscribe to the 
conditions, Including slate supervision 
of management. 

Consternation and Indignation 
reigned n( Ihe meeting or the city 
council of Miililliunscn when tin. gov- 



Itself W03 a component part, been re- 
jected by the government but he also 
had been Informed on good authority 
all the other Alsatian factories to be 
liquidated would be sold to "old-Ger- 
man" concerns beyoud the Rhine. 
Ruthlessness Condemned. 

This attempt to Germanize Alsace 
by ruthless ladustrlal methods wus 
condemned by several members of the 
city council. Councillor Eiumel de- 
nounced ns a subterfuge the stuteiucut 
of Undersecretnry von Stein, who had 
said the Blelchroeder offer had been 
accepted because It was the more 
favorable one. The spenker saw In 
the government's action a systematic 
effort to take Alsatian property awny 
from Alsatians. 

The ntcteliroeoer gsonp, the success- 
ful bidder, Is headed by the banking 
house of Blelchroeder in Berlin. The 
original Blelchroeder wns Prince Bis- 
mnrck's financial ninu and his heirs 
are still In control of the banking 
house. Old Blelchroeder was not very I 
scrupulous In his financial methods, 
but this did not prevent Bismarck 
from conferring the title of nobility 
upon his moneymnker. This wns one 
of the greatest Jokes perpetrated by , 
Bismarck. 

However, Bnron Blclchroeder's heirs 
are still bnrons nnd their Influence In ' 
the highest circles Is still formlduble. | 
It seems they Imd little trouble In ob- 
taining the Alsntlnn properties nt fuv- 
ortihlc terms — favorable to themselves, 
for to them stnte supervision means 
supervision by friends.

"Recent rei>orts from commanding 
generals of certain army divisions in- 
dicate that one of the fruitful ca 
of soldiers absenting themselves v 
rat leave la the discouraging letter 
from home. Such letter* frequently 

I give alarming and exaggerated 
porta of conditions surrounding the 

i soldier'* family, that some member 
la dexperatety 111, that all are starv- 

; Ing or that they are being In acme 

, way harassed. In Instances such let- 

| ten have so preyed upon the mind* 
of soldier* thut they have absented 
themselves without leave tn go home, 
only to find that conditions hud been 
grossly exaggerated. 

"Meanwhile the soldier has been 
•hsent without leave — u serious mill- 

I tary offense. Ills problem then he- 
came one of facing the penalty or 

1 getting deeper In trouble by deserting. 
KoraetlmcH a man's pride or fear has 
led him to desert. 

"Every soldier want* to recelye 
letters from home. They should be 
frequent, cheerful, hopeful and ap- 
preciative of the sacrifice thut he la 
making for Ills country. They should 
he full of family Incidents ami cheer- 
ful home gossip. They should pro- 
tect htm from Hie trifling alarms and 
the small annoyances of everyday life. 
They should encourage him by giv- 



ing full confidence that Ms family and 
bis friends stand behind him In the | 
great enterprise he has undertaken. 

"A division inspector submitted the 
following In this connection: 



"•While stationed at Columbus 
Barracks, Ohio, last yeur. I was a 
member of a general court-martial 
that tried approximately 100 enlisted 
men for desertion from national 
guard regiments stationed on the bor- 
der. I believe I am si.fe In saying 
that at least 00 per cent of them 
gave as their reason for desertion tbe 
fact that they had received letters 
from home to the effect that a wife, 
sister or mother uus either dying, 
very 111, or In destitute circumstances, 
nnd begged the man to come home at 
once. Muny of the men admitted that 
when they arrived home they found 
that the writer of the letter hud ex- 
uggerated conditions.' 

"Many young soldiers, fresh from 
home, suffer from homesickness, no 
mutter how army officers may try to 
make their surroundings pleasant and 
comfortable and provide proper 
amu«ements. Krtrnordlnury meas- 
ure* have been taken by the War De- 
partment during the past year to keep 
the young soldier actively enguged 
while In camp with sports, amuse- 
ments and comforts thut a wholesome 
psychology might he sustained. Still, 
a type of aotdier will yearn for home 
and full Into a brooding mood. It 
Is obvious bow harmful to him nnd 
the service a discontented letter 
from home might be."

incident of Early Spring Offensive of 
Huns on the Somme That Should 
Make Americans Proud of 
Their Men. 

Washington. — The story of the part 
America aad Americans played In aid- 
ing the British and the French during 
the early spring offensive of the Ger- 
maas on the Sotmae can aover be ade- 
quately told. The whole picture Is too 
big to pnlnt on oae canvas. It Is only 
by describing the work of Individuals 
aad particular groups of workers that 
some Idea of the American effort aad 
Its effectiveness la this historic battle 
can be brought home to the people 
back home — nnd then only In a small 
I way. 

While it Is perhaps only a very I 
emnll incident in the history of that 
great nffalr, the story of how a small 
band of American Ited Cross workers 
"carried oa" at oae of the evacuation 
hospitals hack of the British front 
I should make Americans proud. When 
nil but n few of the hospital staff had 
J letfjjyJtt^JLhe I wj^ hundred or more 
I patients nnd tiie Germans were ad- 
vancing onty a few mties away, foar 
American array surgeons, assigned to | 
the American Red Cross for work at 
this particular hospital, declared their 
latentlon of "sticking till h— froze 
| over." And six Red Cross ambulance 
and truck drivers, as well as several 
American Red Cross nurses uud aides 
"stuck" with them. 

The Americans made their decision 
aot because of sheer bravado, bat be- 
cause the hospital had the opportu- 
nity of serving a few wounded sol- 
diers from dny to day — and could save 
their Itves. And at this writing these 
Americans are still there, giving much- 
needed medical atteatloa to French 
nnd British soldiers who are brought 
back to this hospltnl because It Is 
the nearest one back of that point of 
the line. 

Stay on the Job. 
The big guns of the British aad 
French huve been plnnted la the rear 
of it— and then moved" further back. 
The Boche airmen come over at night. 
The little group of Americans have 
seen the troops, guns and transports 
go by In streams to points In the rear, 
bat as long as the wounded are 
brought there, these Americans will 
stay. 

A few hours nfier Amerlcnn Red 
Cross headquarters In Purls learned 
of the big German offensive, It dis- 
patched eight trucks and motor airs 
to this hospital to aid In the evaenu- 
tloa of the patients.

the Red Cross enrs went out Into the 
surrounding country to pick up the 
wounded, who were attempting to 
walk to a hospltnl, nnd to nld the 
refugees straggling niong the r ad 
Besides trnnsportlng these two hun- 
dred or more wounded men to places 
of safety, the Red Cross cars aided 
130 refugees to the railheads In three 
unys. 

But their work had only begun. 
Despite the evneuntioa of the hospltnl 
nnd the consequent order for more of 
the staff to accompany the pntlents to 
points of safety, the wounded kept 
coming In. Ninety per ceat of them 
were serious cases. Practically all 
demanded immediate operations. Not 
simple operations, but ainjor ones, 
where a stendy nerve, delicate touch 
and sure hnnd were necessary to give 
the wounded the best chance for life. 
Work Night and Day. 
Night nnd day the American sur- 
geons worked. There were a few 
aurses to assist, but nil were tired— 
completely fagged, roentully and 
physically. Every one needed rest. 
Bat there were the men coming in 
every few hours, their bodies pitifully 
torn, and suffering untold ngonles. So 
"no one thought of stopping, nnd even 
when one did get a few hours off duty, 
there were the big guns only 
hundred feet from the hospltnl. They 
belched and roared nil night. 

Of course, some of the cns< 
hopeless .pod na.junouut of sutkU"^> 
skill or medical attention could snv^r 
them. Here again the American Red 
Cross men enme In for more work. 
They had to dig the graves and act us 
pallbenrers. 

One night wns especially hard. The 
doctors were kept busy In the oper- 
ating room until three o'clock In the 
morning. The nurses had to have n 
bit of rest. One nurse only wns avail- 
able. So again the Red Cross drivers 
were called upon. One became an aid 
to the operating surgeon, remninlng 
la service until the Inst wounded man 
was roiled finally Into his bed. 



Turns Seepage Into Brine, Which Acta 
aa a Preservative of tho 
Wood. 

Seattle. Wash. — C. O. Morrow, pres- 
ident of the Klllottniy Shipbuilding 
company, suffered something of a 
shock the other morning, but at thut tt 
was nothing to the shock suffered by 
severul prominent citizens who were 
taking a siroll through the company's 
big wooden shipbuilding plant. 

The citizens were shocked when they 
discovered that 20 tons of rock salt Is 
used in building each of the big wood- 
en ships now under construct ton in 
Sauttlc. Me. Morrow wns shocked be- 
muse his cullers didn't know thut rock 
«>lt Is u shipbuilding material. Every- 
body on the wuter front knows that, 
but It seems thut there are a lot of 
prominent business men who didn't 
There Is now a suspicion that only a 
very few residents eust of Rnliroud 
avenue know that a wooden ship bus 
to he snited. 

Ia showing the prominent citizens 
about his plant Mr. Morrow enme to 
the building in which he stores this 
rock salt. A railroad car wus unload- 
ing another shipment. 

"This Is where we keep the salt for 
the ships," said Morrow. 

"Haw, haw I" said one caller, who Is 
something of a humorist. "I suppose 
you're afraid the ships will get too 
fresh?" 

"That's the exnet truth," said Mr. 
Morrow. 

Bnt the citizens wouldn't believe him 
until they hnd examined the stilt. Some 
of them tnsted It. The storehouses 
coatalned 120 tons. 

Mr. Morrow explained that the salt 
Is poured between the frumes of a 
wooden ship above the water line nnd 
Is tamped dowa solid. Then If any wa- 
ter seeps Into the spnees between the 
frames It is turned to brine und does 
aot damage the wood. Instead, It acts 
as a preservative.
